Deputy Tax Collector Will 


Krohn Held Up. 


Attacked in His 
Office and 


Severely Beaten by Two 


Desperadoes. 


Two daring bandits looted the Madera 


county 
Tax 
Collector's 
offlce 
on 


Wednesday night 'and secured 
$8,000. 


Deputy William Krohn was in the of- 
fice at the time and an attempt to kill 
him was made because ha resisted the 
efforts of. the robbers to place him In 
tho vault after they had taken all the 
gold in sight. The deputy knew that 
if he was once placed in the vault he 
would soon l>e smothered as it was only 
11 o'clock, and help could not be ex- 
peck-d In time to save liis life. 


One of the men stabbed Krohn in tho 


ulrje twice, but the wounds are not ser- 
ious. During the struggle the deputy 
collector's hand was cut severely. He 
threw a chisel at one of the bandits, 
and it is believed the man was wound- 
ed either by thin or with his own knife 
dui-in£;'the struggle for Its possession, 
a* a trail of blood led from the front to 
yie back of the ofllce. The following Is 
an account of the affair secured by thr 
Republican's special correspondent al 
Madera: 
"Madera was the scene of great ex- 


citement this morning when It became 
noised about.that a daring robbery and 
an attempt at murder had been per- 
petrated on Will Krohn, Deputy Tax 
Collector of this county. As near as 
can lie ascertained the robbery must 
have taken 'place about half past 11

WOULDN'T BE FOOLED. 


" 'I told him I could not u t*w tlm«

They 
had evidently followed me in as I came 
In from the bank way, as the door was 
unlocked.

I start- 
ed to do so when the thought struck 
them that if I got so near the door I 
would jump on the outside and give the 
alarm, and one of them commanded me 
to come back and then they tried to 
lock me in the vault, hoping In this 
way, I suppose, to secure me so I could 
not give an alarm, thus enabling them 
to get safely away, I struggled to pre- 
vent them doing that as I knew if I 
were locked up In the vault until morn- 
Ing it would be sure death, and thought 
1 had Just as well die in an attempt to 
frustrate their plan as to smother to 
death in the vault.' 


FOUGHT FOR HIS LIFE. 


"Then It was the struggle ensued that 


caused the Tax Collector's ofllce to pre- 
sent the gory spectacle It does now. 
One of the men struck him with a re- 
volver on the head and the other tried 
to stab him. The knife entered his vest, 
on the right side, cutting a hole in it 
about two and a half Inches long, but; 
fortunately did not enter the flesh deep- 
ly, making a superficial wound. In try- 
Ing to ward off the knife the brave offi- 
cial grabbed the blade, and In this man- 
ner severely cut his left hand. During 
the struggle one of the robbers struck 
him a stunning blow on the back of 
the head, rendering htm unconscious, 
and from thence on all Is a blank to Mr. 
Krohn until the hour when he regained 
consciousness. From the nature of the 
wound It Is thought the robbers must 
have struck him with a slung-shot or a 
sand-bag.

KINGSBURG NEWS. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The ques- 


tion that agitated the navy department 
this morning was whether the Spanish 
squadron under Admiral Cervera is at 
Santiago de Culm. The department 
hopes and believes it is, but so far Is 
not in possession of accurate informa- 
tion on that point. The reason for its 
belief, so far as can Ije gathered, is that 
the Spanish squadron, when last heard 
from, was In that harbor and that it 
has not been seen anywhere else in spite 
of the fact that the scouting vessels of 
tlie navy fairly swarm in the West In- 
dian waters, and that (he United States 
consuls on every Island are on the alert 
to watch and to report the movements 
of the Spanish fleet. 


CERVERA 
AT SANTIAGO.

A striking evidence of the brilliant 


history of the American navy 1» shown 
In the numerous instances In which the 
national legislature has voted the 
(hanks of the country to Its gallant and 
distinguished officers. In 1800, when tbe 
navy had scarcely been organised. Con- 
gress voted a gold medalto Capt. Thos. 
Truxton on account of the bravery of 
himself and crew In the engagement 
between the thirty-elght-gun frigate 
Constellation and the French warship 
La Vengeance, of fifty-four guns. Con- 
gress also voted with approval the con- 
duct in the same engagement of James 
Jarvls, a young midshipman, who "glo- 
riously preferred certain death to an 
abandonment of his post." 


In 1802 Congress presented to Lieut. 


Sterrett, a sword, and one month's pay 
to the officers and crew of the schooner 
Enterprise , for the capture of a Trl- 
politan corsair; in 1804, a sword to Cap- 
tain Stephen Decatur 
for destroy- 


ing a Trlpolitan frigate in the harbor 
of Tripoli; a gold mudal to Commodore 
diward Preble, and thanks to the offi- 
cers anil men of the squadron for their 
gallantry and good conduct In the sev- 
eral attacks on the Trlpolitan land and 


aval forces, also one month's pay. 
For gallant services in the war of 


1812 with Great Britain, Congress voted 
gold medals lo Captains Hull, Decatur, 
Jones, Bain bridge, MacDonough, Hen- 
ey.

The news received yesterday of the 


new call Issued by the President for 
75,000 more volunteers to hold Manila, 
Invade Cuba and protect the coast 
towns liable to attack, caused consid- 
erable speculation among the members 
of Company F when the bulletins an- 
nouncing the demand for more men 
had been posted. 


At first It was thought that now that 


so many more soldiers were needed the 
members of Company F which was

course, each state will probably furnish 
a quota of the number of the men, and 
hence It Is probable that some volun- 
teers will go from Fresno.

call would give the company a chance 
to go out as a company. He said there 
was no doubt that some of the men 
would be accepted as volunteers and 
would bo given a preference on ac- 
count ot their military training, but 
he was of the opinion that the company 
would not be ordered out.
